Town Manager Kenneth Mahony predicts a 
busy year, ‘‘a super year,” for Andover in 
the months ahead. The manager has a clear 
idea of what he'd like to see accomplished 
during 1983 — and he’s focusing on the new 
look a number of Andover landmarks will 
be sporting before next Christmas. 
Construction of the three-phase school 
building project is coming to a close, he 
noted during a recent interview. ‘‘The April 
4 town meeting will be held in a remodeled 
auditorium at Doherty Junior High,’’ Maho- 
ny said. “That will be completed. And the 
high school graduation will be held in a new 
auditorium at Andover High School.”

Renovation of two leftover wings at East 
Junior High will be accomplished during 
the coming year, he added, creating a new 
home for all town and school offices, now 
scattered about town. “‘A year from now 
we'll be all moved in,”’ the manager said. 
And, with Town Hall vacant, ‘‘we should 
see the start of restoration of Town Hall, I 
hope.”’ (But just what will happen to Town 
Hall remains uncertain at this point.) 

A new addition to Memorial Hall Library, 
including a parking garage, will ‘‘hopeful- 
ly’’ be under construction before the year is 
out, Mahony indicated. The manager also 
expects the reconstruction of Elm Square, 
underway for the past few weeks, to be 
completed by mid-April, and new traffic 
lights to be added at Shawsheen Plaza in the 
spring. 

With the start of the new fiscal year on 
July 1, the manager will put a central main- 
tenance concept to work — a plan designed 
to take better care of all town-and school 
buildings. 

“For quite some time there’s been a lot of 
pressure to improve the maintenance of 
both school and town buildings,’’ Mahony 


explained. ‘‘Most of them are pretty old. 
The Punchard wing at East Junior High 
was built in 1910, Town Hall in 1860, the 
library about 1860, the Shawsheen School 
during the William Wood era (the early 
20s). 

‘Some of the buildings are not in notably 
good condition — there are roof problems 
and this problem and that problem. Neither

Cluster 
Plans 
Denied 


Preliminary plans for two out of three 
cluster developments the Planning Board 
has been reviewing in recent weeks have 
been denied, while approval of the third 
proposed cluster has been tabled. 

The planners last week denied prelimi- 
nary plans for Raven’s Bluff, to be located 
off River Road, because open space for the 
proposed 20-acre cluster would be located 
across the road from its 22 houses. The 
developer had planned to leave six acres of 
open space, near the Deer Jump Reserva- 
tion. 

Earlier this month, the planners voted to 
approve plans for Raven’s Bluff — but on 
the condition that town counsel] found it 
would be legal to leave open space across 
the road from the houses. Last week, Com- 
munity Development and Planning Direc- 
tor Jonathan Gilmore told the board Special 
Town Counsel Thomas Arnold has indicated 
that the land constitutes two subdivisions 
rather than one, and ‘‘future plans ought to 
reflect that fact.” 

During an earlier meeting, the board had 
denied preliminary plans for Clearview 
Acres, a proposed 17-acre, 21-lot cluster to 
be located off Blanchard Street, with its 
five acres of open space located across the 
town line in Tewksbury. The planners said 
they would like to see ‘‘better protection” 
between the new houses and a neighboring 
piggery 

The planners recommended that devel- 
opers for both sites withdraw their requests 
for special permits to cluster until they 
have submitted new preliminary plans. 

And they tabled discussion of a third 
request for a special permit to cluster, for 
the proposed Sherborne Park development. 
The planners recently approved prelimi- 
nary plans for that subdivision, which calls 
for 22 house lots on a 25-acre parcel be- 
tween Gray and Salem streets, with seven 
acres of open space.

Neal, Robb-To Seek Re-election 


School Committee Chairman Richard Neal and Schoolman 
Donald Robb will seek re-election to their positions at the 
March 28 town elections. 

Winston Blake has not yet decided whether he will run again 
for his seat on the Andover Housing Authority, and while 
Town Moderator James Doherty says it’s a little early to be 
thinking about it, he expects to take out nomination papers for 
another term. 

Those papers must be filed with the Board of Registrars by 
Feb. 14, according to Town Clerk Elden Salter. 

In other positions up for re-election this spring, Selectman 
Gerald Silverman has already announced he will seek another 
term. 

Edward Harris, former U.S. Army colonel and six years a 
selectman, announced this week he will not run again. 

Neal, who will be running for a second term on the school 
committee, was to have made his candidacy formal this week 
with an official announcement. He is a former Andover West 
Junior High assistant principal, who became a middle school 
principal in Westford in 1973. Neal is a Brown University 
graduate with a master’s degree from Salem State College. 
He has coached in town youth baseball and hockey programs 


and served as president of the Andover Little League. 

Robb was appointed to the school committee in August 1979 
and successfully ran for a three-year term in 1980. He is a 
vice-president of Houghton-Mifflin Co., a Boston-based educa- 
tional publisher, and was a classroom teacher for several 
years. He and his wife, Victoria, are parents of six children. 

Blake has served 20 years as a member of the Andover 
Housing Authority, several years as chairman. ‘‘It has been 
interesting,’ he said, adding that he has put ‘‘a lot of work 
in.’ Blake, who will be 80 years old this October, has not 
decided whether he will run for another term in the spring. He 
is a graduate of Haverhill High School and Northeastern 
University, and is a long-time resident of Andover. 

Doherty served in the town’s election department for 40 
years before becoming moderator in 1978. He is a graduate of 
St. Augustine’s and Punchard High Schools and Boston Col- 
lege. Doherty is treasurer of the Doherty Insurance and Real 
Estate business and has served on several town committees 
over the years. He was director of recreation and chairman of 
the town recreation committee and served on the land aquisi- 
tion committee. He has been active in scholarship fundraising 
at Merrimack College. 


Selectman Harris Stepping Down 


Six-year Selectman Edward Harris, a retired U.S. Army 
colonel, educator and author, will not seek re-election as one 
of Andover’s five town fathers this spring. 

‘‘Six years is enough, really, in terms of...well...you get in a 
rut, I think, if you keep on with it too long,” Colonel Harris 
said. ‘‘...Somebody else ought to have an opportunity...I think 
it’s high time somebody else got in there.” 

Harris, who taught at Phillips Academy for 14 years and is 
author of a book on Andover’s participation in the American 
Revolution, was first chosen by voters to the board of select- 
men in 1977. He was re-elected in 1980, and a run for office in 
March would have been a third term for Harris, who will be 72 
years-old this year. 

“It takes a good bit of time’’ to be a selectman, said the 
fofmer chairman of the board, explaining there are many 
other things he would like to do now. Harris added that he 
thought six years was enough time for him to hold that office. 

He said choosing a town manager is one of the most 
important duties the selectmen have. As a selectman, he 
voted to retain former Town Manager J. Maynard-Austin. 

But Andover has had three town managers while Harris has 
held office. Jared Clark succeeded Austin. The current town 
manager is Kenneth Mahony.

He has worked for four years trying to obtain state approval 
of a highway interchange at Lowell Junction which would ease 
traffic problems in Ballardvale. 

One measure the board of selectmen have not passed is a 
noise by-law proposed by Harris. The by-law would control 
excessive noise, for example, from factories, highway trans- 
portation, trains, etc., when that noise becomes bothersome 
to people, perhaps during the evening hours, he explained. 

“The selectmen weren’t very keen about it,’’ said Harris. 

He plans to make another try at getting his idea approved.

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Andover Savings, Valley Bank 
Get Final Approval For Merger 


Robert M. Henderson, president of And- 
over Savings Bank, has announced that 
final approval has been given for the merg- 
er of the Andover Savings Bank (assets $200 
million), Andover, and the Valley Cooper- 
- ative Bank (assets $80 million), Lawrence, 
by the Federal Deposit Insurance Corpora- 
tion (FDIC) during its regularly scheduled 
meeting on December 23 in Washington. 

The merger is now official since Massa- 
chusetts Banking Commissioner Gerald T. 
Mulligan had already granted approval. 
Under Federal regulations the merger will 
be effective at the end of January, 1983. 
Cornelius J. McCarthy, president of Valley 
Cooperative and Robert M. Henderson, 
president of Andover Savings stated that 
this consolidation brings together two of the 
oldest banks in the Greater Lawrence area. 
“We're confident that these two strong 
banks with a common tradition of friendly 
personalized service will be even better 
together,” they said. The resulting institu- 
tion will operate under the Charter of the 
Andover Bank and will be headquartered at 
61 Main St., Andover. It will also operate 


offices in Lawrence, Methuen (3), North 
Andover (2) and Tewksbury. With com- 
bined assets of $280 million, Andover Bank 
will be one of the largest financial institu- 
tions in the Merrimack Valley. Robert Hen- 
derson, president of Andover will be chief 
executive officer and president, and Doug- 
las N. Howe, chairman of the board of 
Valley and Cornelius J. McCarthy, presi- 
dent of Valley will assume positions on the 
Board of Investment. Members of Valley 
Bank’s Board of Directors will become 
Trustees and Corporators of Andover Bank. 
First Of Its Kind 

The merger between the two banks rep- 
resents the first cross industry merger of a 
state Chartered Mutual Savings Bank with 
a State Chartered Cooperative Bank since 
enabling Massachusetts legislation was 
signed into law on June 15, 1982. Andover 
was chartered in 1834, and Valley was in- 
corporated in 1888. In anticipation of the 
passage of the so-called Omnibus Banking 
Bill, merger discussions between the two 
banks were initiated last spring. In July, an 
agreement to merge between the two banks

was reached and application to State and 
Federal regulatory authorities was made in 
October, 1982. 

Commenting on the merger, Henderson, 
stated both institutions share a common 
goal of providing a high level of personal 
service. ‘““With our combined resources the 
joining of our two institutions will offer 
expanded services to individuals, families 
and businesses throughout the Merrimack 
Valley.” 

Andover Bank will provide depositors and 
customers of Valley Cooperative Bank ad- 
ditional services and facilities including a 
full service Andover office, a branch office 
located in Tewksbury, automated teller ma- 
chines and Savings Bank Life Insurance 
(SBLI). Andover customers will benefit 
from the additional convenience of a full 
service office in downtown Lawrence as 


well as additional offices in Methuen and 
North Andover. 


Because both banks share a common 
market area, it is anticipated that the 
merger will provide cost savings through

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continued high,’’ the manager said, ‘‘with 
all the continued cooperation of everybody 


on the staff, and the fine work of the Board 
of Selectmen. 


‘* They have been very supportive, very 
concerned in policy areas, and they haven't 
gotten into administrative areas. They’ve 
helped me when I needed help and let me 
blunder along, making errors, learning the 
system. I have not found anything like this 
before,’ the former city administrator of 
Passaic, N.J. added.

way — we're the first municipality in the 
Commonwealth to try this cost-saving ap- 
proach to reuse,”’ the manager explained. 
‘‘We’re cutting a path that’s being watched 
very closely by other municipalities.”’ 

Mahony applauded both town meeting, 
for ‘‘understanding our needs and meeting 
our needs” with its yes votes, and the town 
officials who ‘‘did an awful lot of work to 
pest the information to town meeting and get 
those decisions made.” 

Earlier this month, the manager signed a 
temporary contract with Channel Building 
of Andover to install heating and start reno- 
vating the EJH wings, and he called that 
fact “‘incredible,”’ considering that the 
Reuse Committee got down to work less 
than a year ago. 

The secondary school building program 
(which in fact prompted the reuse project 
by leaving the two EJH wings vacant) also 
demanded a great deal of the manager’s 
attention during 1982. Mahony noted that 
although the groundwork was done in prior 
years, much of the construction was done 
titis year. 

Construction of the $13.72 million project 
is now nearing completion, the manager 
said — and within budget. ‘“The quality of 
the building is superior,” he said. The work 
is being done by general contractor Peabo- 
dy Construction of Braintree — the firm 
that, along with Channel Building, is still in 
the running for the EJH reuse contract. 

A major project for the town — the proc- 
ess of assessing all property at 100 percent 
valuation — was completed this year, with 
the Board of Assessors hearing hundreds of 
taxpayers’ appeals and winning state De- 
partment of Revenue certification of the 
new assessments. 

All revaluation material has now been 
-™aced in the town’s computer system, Ma- 


hony said, so that valuations can be updated 
every two years, as required by state law.

And another major project — updating 
the town’s master plan — got underway 
during the year, with annual town meeting 
approval of a $50,000 appropriation to fund 
what town officials now prefer to call a 
comprehensive plan. 

Planning consultant Ronald Curran was 
hired during the summer, and at this point 
‘“‘most of the background work is done,” 
Mahony said. Six task forces were recently 
appointed to work on the new plan, and 
‘now the fun begins for us.’’ The manager 
said work on the plan is about one month 

behind schedule, in his opinion. 

The planners are scheduled to come up 
with ‘‘a product’ in June, Mahony said, but 
their work will have to be continually up- 
dated in the years ahead. “It’s a process 
that really will never end, and that’s why 
it’s called a comprehensive plan rather 
than a master plan.” 

The manager encountered no ‘‘unusual’”’ 
problems during 1982, he said: just the 
familiar one of trying to stretch “‘limited 
monetary resources’’ to serve ‘‘virtually 
unlimited needs.”’ 

But Mahony believes Andover is handling 
Proposition 242 and its restrictions ‘‘very 
well,”’ and he pointed to the creation of a 
new tax model as one of the year’s impor- 
tant accomplishments. (Under the new 
‘‘bucket’”’ approach, the town and school 
department will share all revenues and 
expenses as equally as possible. ) 


The ‘extraordinary growth” in And- 
over’s tax base — some $34 million annually 
— has mitigated the effects of Prop. 242, 
the manager says. ‘‘It’s a lot easier to cope 
with if you’re growing than if you’re stat- 
.”

‘There are things we would have done, but 
didn’t do.”’ The tax-cutting law has, for 
example, put a squeeze on the school bud- 
get, limited the amount of roadway im- 
provements the town could undertake, 
slowed down the expansion of the public 
safety staff and capital improvements to 
parks and recreation areas. 

On the positive side, ‘‘the economies 
forced by 2% have resulted in management 
improvements, and I think will continue 
to,’’ Mahony said. (He added that combin- 
ing town and school operations under one 
roof when the East Junior High renovations 
are complete will help toward that goal.) 

One regret the manager noted: “‘I wish I 
had accomplished getting Riverina Road 
off the ground.’’ The proposed multi-million 
dollar-Riverina Road sewage pumping sta- 
tion, needed to replace an aging station, has 
been on the drawing board for years; delays 
in state funding threaten to keep it in the 
planning stages for the foreseeable future, 
he said. 

But on the whole, 1982 was good enough to. 
go by ‘‘very fast’ for Town Manager Ken- 
neth Mahony — and, he said warmly, ‘‘It’s 
really been a great year.”

the town nor the schools can afford a main- 
tenance program, separately, that could 
adequately handle these things.’’ 

But Mahony has concluded that a new 
central maintenance department would 
have the budgetary clout and flexibility to 
handle the town and school’s maintenance 
headaches. Preventive medicine is the phi- 
losophy behind that plan: ‘‘We’ll spend 
more of our resources on maintenance to 
avoid big school building projects in the 
future.”’ 

A complete report from the Building Ad- 
visory Committee on the state of all town 
buildings is forthcoming, and the manager 
will use that to help him determine where 
new personnel are needed, and where exist- 
ing staffers could be deployed for the best 
results. 

(He added that town playing fields also 
need some work, particularly the Sacred 
Heart field in Shawsheen Village.) 

Another change to come — one that will 
mean ‘‘some controversy, and a lot of 
work”’: 
River Road, from Route 93 to the Lawrence 
line. ‘‘As the economy improves, I expect to 
see a fair amount of construction in that 
area,’ Mahony predicted. He has commis- 
sioned a traffic study of the area, and will 
describe its findings during a public hearing 
next month. 

And in good news for Ballardvale resi- 
dents, industrial traffic generated by Low- 
ell Junction industries will be rerouted off 
of Clark Road and onto Route 93, the man- 
ager added — a small change, he indicated, 
but one important to those residents, who 


have had to bear with increasing truck 
traffic for years. 


Mahony foresees few changes downtown, 
and little hope for answers to current down- 
town parking problems. (He added, howev- 
er, that some new parking will be available 
near Town Hall and the Essex Street 
theatre building when town offices move to 
East Junior High late next year.) 

There is one important goal the manager 
is certain will not be met during the next 12 
months, and that is the construction of a 
new Riverina Road sewage pumping station 
to replace the current, outmoded station. 
The federal government will pick up 75 
percent of the $8 million project, and the 
State, 15 percent — but uncertainty over 
state funding is holding up the works, Maho- 
ny said. 

“T don’t know what the new governor’s 
priorities are,” he explained. ‘‘There are a 
lot of guesses. The federal portion is no 
problem, but we can’t get the federal fund- 
ing until we get it from the state.”’

Once state funding is approved, the pro- 
ject will take three to four years to com- 
plete, with only one year devoted to actual 
construction. ‘‘It’s not a simple project at 
all. It’s extremely complex,’’ the manager 
explained. ‘It includes laying a rather ex- 
tensive forced main through Lawrence, a 
gravity sewer in Lawrence, and the pump- 
ing station. 

“It's going to have to be done, but it can’t 
be done this year.”’

The-new year will see the comprehensive 
plan completed, contract negotiations with 
town and school employees begun — and, 
during January, the eagerly-awaited cable 
television system switched on. 


And during 1983, one of Manager Maho- 
ny’s “recurring goals”’ will be to “‘do better 
at meeting the needs of the citizens —-pro- 
viding day-to-day services like maintaining 
sidewalks, police and fire, dog control, traf- 
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fic control. 
‘Town officials tend to get wrapped up in 
esoteric issues that people don’t feel have 
any impact on them. Meeting their needs, 
improving our ability to do that for individ- 
ual citizens, to be responsive — that form of 
productivity we have to work on. 


“Andover is good,’’ the town manager 
said, “but we can always do a better job.
